In response to Examinees Office Communication dated October 6, 2005 
Applicants respond as follows: 

Examiner has identified eleven distinct species (a)-(k). Examiner has required 
restriction. 

Applicants respectfully traverse Examiner's restriction. Applicants believe that 
the restriction requirement is improper for several reasons. First, Examiner has not 
established a prima facie case for restricting the claims of the application. Applicants 
believe that Examiner must provide a reasoned explanation why the inventions as 
claimed are distinct as well as explaining why the distinct inventions must be restricted 
on the basis of a either a separate classification, a separate status in the art, or a 
different filed of search. Examiner in identifying items (a)-(k) has provided no 
argument or explanation how these items are distinct species. As just one example, 
Examiner has provided no explanation how activating a fluid ejector (a) is a species 
distinct from ejecting drop (b) or moving fluid ejector (c). This is especially true in 
what appear to be several arbitrary groupings of claims (e.g. d, g, h, etc.) for the 
purpose of increasing the number of species, without even a descriptor associated with ' 
the grouping providing some indication of distinctness.
